San Antonio, Tex., April 3.—Salva­ 
dor Madero, brother of Francisco I. 
Madero, Sr., the head of the local 
Mexican inaurreeto Junta, and the one 
who was recently talking about the 
peace that he and Senor Lim&ntour 
were going to conclude in Mexico, was 
arrested by the Mexican federal au­ 
thorities the m inute he crossed the 
bridge into Mexico. He is now held in 
the jail at Nuevo Laredo “incommuni­ 
cado.” 
The arrest occurred while the train 
was standing at the platform. When 
representatives of the Mexican secret 
service stepped up to Madero and told 
him that he was under arrest he de­ 
nied his identity. But he was taken to 
the office of the m ilitary commander, 
and there by comparison with a pho­ 
tograph his identity was established. 
Madero was put in a cell without the 
privilege of com m unicating with his 
friends. 
When Madero confessed his identity 
he said that he was hurrying from Ban 
Antonio, where he had been spending 
a week with his brother, to the bed­ 
side of his aged father, who was dying 
in Monterey. The officers of the Diaz 
government believed, however, that he 
was one of the much advertised peace 
plenipotentiaries of the M aderists who 
was enroute to Chihuahua to meet 
Francisco, Jr. 
When news of the arrest of Madero 
caeni to Ban Antonio and was con­ 
veyed to the home of the Maderos 
there was great consternation. Those 
of the family rem aining at home said 
that Salvador Madero had come to 
Ban Antonio four or five days ago to 
confer with his brother, Francisco, 
Sr., on a m atter of an arrangem ent 
for a conference, but 
was 
nothing 
more than an adviser, and that be bad 
always been loyal to the Diaz govern­ 
ment. He had been sent at the behest 
of Liinautour, they said, and it was 
true that he was hurrying to Monterey 
to be at the bedside of his father. 
The prompt arrest of one of the Ma­ 
deros, who had only a small part to 
play in the fam ily's plans for the 
bringing about of a conference be­ 
tween the government and rebel lead­ 
ers, indicates that the Diaz govern­ 
m ent is not disposed to look kindly 
upon the Madero pretensions.

W ashington, April 3.—M aneuvering 
or advantage iii the 1912 president a1 
ani pal ga, the Demo* rata iii co n g ree 
idopted a big program lur progressive 
egislut iou. 
President Taft would like the extra 
fusion to pa ms the Canadian reclproe- 
ty m easure and theu adjourn. 
That is just what the Democrats do. 
lot want to do. 
They Hee no political 
mr pose in using a Democratic house 
md a near Democratic senate to get 
or the president results which in an 
iverwhelmingly Republican house and 
(enate he was not able to secure last 
tension. 
The president was willing to call an 
jxtra session in the hop** of making 
he Democrats serve him. 
The Democrats propose to turn the 
abies, and make the president’s extra 
lessiou serve them. 


To Hold Pact Back. 


They will make it, not a reciprocity 
less ion, but a general legislation sea­ 
lion. 
They will have to play their 
•urds with care, lest the R ep u b lica 
president and senate take their ad­ 
vantage from them. 
It Is a part of 
he politics of the situation, that the 
Canadian reciprocity m easure is to be 
leld back until some tariff legislation 
las been passed tb rough the house. 
The constitution says that he (the 
president) “may on extraordinary oo- 
asions convene both houses or either 
;>f them, and In case of disagreem ent 
between them with respect to the time 
jf adjournm ent he may adjourn them 
Lo such tim e as he shall think proper,” 
Under that provision the Democrat*’ 
might 
be 
euehered 
out 
of 
their 
chances. If they should pass the reci­ 
procity m easure next week, and if it 
should pass the senate and lie signed 
by the president the week following, 
I hen the Republican senate might pass 
an adjournm ent resolution. 
If the house disagreed the situation 
would arise in which the Republican 
president could step in and prorogue 
congress till next December. 
This 
power has never been exercised by 
a president, but there have been in 
nutation that it will be used this year 


lf the chance arises. 
When the Democratic leaders learr 
ed that the president might take this 
course they looked up plans to check 
mate him. 
The proposal is to hold 
back the Canadian reciprocity meas 
ure until atter some of the big Im­ 
portant tariff schedules have passed. 
After that, if the president choose* 
to prorogue congress with these popu­ 
lar hills in suspense, why the Demo­ 
crats are willing that be should rn ane 
the issue. 


Revision Bills. 


They plan to send over to the sen­ 
ate a series of bills revising schedules 
involving necessaries of life. 
If these 
bills do not become laws because the 
president and the Republican senate 
force a sudden end of the session, the 
Democrats think they will get all the 
political advantage. 
Desirous to give the country a taste 
of their quality, the house Democrats 
will push 
other 
im portant 
m atters 
ahead of the Canadian bill, and force 
the Republicans to take the responsi­ 
bility for failure of these. 
If the Republicans are expeditious 
in the m atter of making the minority 
com mittee assignm ents, the m ajority 
leaders will lose little or no time in 
setting the legislative machinery in 
motion. W ithin forty-eight hours after 
the organization 
of 
the house has 
been completed a resolution calling 
for the popular 
election 
of United 
States senators will be introduced and 
kept before the house until it has 
passed. 
There is no question that such a 
resolution will go through the house 
with as little opposition as have sev­ 
eral other m easures in the past. 
Following 
this 
resolution, 
which 
failed of passage in the senate in the 
closing days of the last session of the 
Sixty-first congress 
because of the 
Sutherland am endm ent, will come a 
reapportionment bill, which also was 
killed in the senate at the last ses­ 
sion.

PRAYER AND POISON MIXED 


Brother May Be Held For Murder of 
Insured Sister. 
York, Pa., April 3.—At the direcUon 
of D istrict Attorney R. P. Sherwood, 
an inquest was held and an autopsy 
made on the body of Mrs. George 
R inehart, twenty-three years old, who 
died in this city, to determ ine w hether 
or not a charge of m urder shall be 
brought against her brother, Carman 
Gracey. 
The brother, who is beneficiary in a 
life insurance policy th at was held by 
his sister, several days ago adminis­ 
tered to her 
a 
dose of laudanum, 
which placed her in a stupor from 
which she never revived. Gracey was 
immediately arrested on the charge 
of adm inistering a drug with felon­ 
ious intent. 
It is said that before he gave the 
drug he knet beside his sister’s bed 
and prayed, and John Stair, who was 
in Hie room, says th at Gracey tried 
to force his sister to take morphine 
pills. 
Administering the laudanum, Stair 
says, Gracey, commanded him to stand 
at the front door and to allow no one 
to pass in or out, declaring that there 
was to he m urder in the house.
